Had Asked Neighbor Boy to Mail Special De- 
livery Letter to Miss Selma Lauber Before 
the Tragedy---Mother on Way to Out- 


ing Heard Report of Gun. 





‘A few minutes after mailing a special delivery letter. to Miss 
Selma Lauber, 3712 Maffitt avenue, Goodwyn De Veaux, 17-year- 
old clerk at the National Bank of Commerce, went into his moth- 
er’s room at 5384 Florissant avenue, put the muzzle of a shotgun 
against his chin and killed himself at 10 a. m. Wednesday, throw- 
ing the trigger with his right foot. 

At the bank it was said that his accounts were all right and 
that it would have been almost an impossibility for him to have 
‘misappropriated any money belonging to the bank. The police 
think the explanation of the suicide is in the letter to Miss Lauber. 


The letter was delivered at 2:10 p. m., 
but Miss Lauber was not at home and it 
Was not opened at that time. 

Goodwyn De Veaux was unusually 
matured for a boy of his agé and looked 
_ geveral years older than he was, He had 
Deen employed at the bank for eight 
months, until a week *2z0, as collecter, 
and since then as a clerk tn the clear- 
ing house department of the bank. 

He went to work as usual Wednesday, 
but returned shortly after 9:30 a.m. He 
told his mother, who was preparing to 
attend the Bryan Hiil School picnic in 
O’'Falion Park that he was not feeling 
well and would not work the rest of the 
day. 

Mrs. De Veaux continued her prepara- 
tions to go to the pienic and left the 
house a few minutes before 10. She had 
not gone a block when the report of the 
shotgun startled the family living up- 
stairs. Members of tnat family rushed 
down and others called Mrs. De Veaux 
back. 

The young man’s father, William De 
Veaux, who is employed by the Wa- 
. bash Railroad, was summoned home 

As soon as he saw his son’s body he 
_eried out, ‘I wonder if he has done any- 
thing at the bank,’ 

The ovliicemen who were the first to 
touch the body said that they found it 
lying just inside the door of Mrs. De 
Veaux’s room, as though the-boy had 
ciosed the door and then leaned against 
it when he fired the gun. The boy 
seemed to have slipped down the door 
and was all in a heap on the floor. 

Walter Zuck, 13 years old, who lives 
in the flat above that occupied by the 

Veaux family. said that a few min- 
‘ites before Mrs. de Veaux left the 
house Goodwyn had given him a letter 
addressed to Miss Lauber and asked him 
tu mail it. The.boy said that the letter 
‘Was marked “special delivery,’’ and that 
he bought at the corner drug store and 
placed on the letter, as Goodwyn had 
directed, the requisite stamps. 
~ Mr. and Mrs. De Veaux were almost 








prostrated by the tragedy and neither 
could talk coherently about a probable 
motive. They both said they knew 
nothing.of Selma Lauber. 

J. A. Lewis, cashier .of the National 
Bank of Commerce; said.to a Past-Dis- 
patch -reporter: 

“Young De Veaux’s accounts as a col- 
lector were all right. ‘Collectors are 
given a certain number of bills or ac- 
counts to be collected. They must either 
turn in the money or the account when 
the day’s work is done, and with this 
checking system it is almost impossible 
for any of them to practice dishonesty 
successfully. 

“For the last week the young man 
was in the Clearing House department. 
He handled ne money there at all, and 
of course could not have embezzled 
any.” : 

Miss Lauber lives at 3741 and not 37]? 
Maffitt avenue, as the letter was ad- 
dressed. She is 18 years old and an 
apprentice teacher at the Madison 
School. She was at school when a Post- 
Dispatch reporter called at the Lauber 
home. 

Miss Lauber's mother told a reporter 
that they attended the Madison Schoo: 
picnic at Forest Park Highlands Tues- 
day night and that, after he was 
through work, young De Veaux went 
out there and joined the party. He and 
Miss. Lauber danced together and he 
and she went home together. 

“They were laughing, and he seemed 
to be in excellent spirits,’’' said Mrs. 
Lauber. “I didn’t see anything of it if 
they quarreled.’’ 

Mrs. Lauber was asked if De Veaux 
and Miss Lauber had been engaged. 
She replied, ‘“‘Not that I know of—but 
they were very friendly.” 

Miss Lauber said, at the school during 
the recess hour. that she had not re- 
ceived the letter from De Veaux, but that 
it might be at her home. She said she 


understood from him when she saw him 


Tuesday evening that he was not feel- 
ing well, but knew of nothing serious.

Clemmons Gould, who started out as 
the plaintiff in her separation suit and 
who, through the rulings of Justice 
Dowling, is now practically a defend- 
ant on trial for her own good name, 
faced harder ordeals than any she had 
yet endured when the hearing of the 
case was resumed today in the Su- 
preme Court.

As soon as Justice Dowling arrived 
the two opposing iawyers, De Lancey 
Nicoll, chief counsel for Howard Gold, 
and Clarence J. Shearn, Mrs. Gould’s 
sole legal representative, came to the 
bench and had a whispered consultation 
with the judge. 

Then, as the first witness of the day, 
Mr. Nicoll called Harry Turner, a curly- 
haired man with waxed mustache ends, 
a florist and gardner, who has worked 
for Howard Gould since April, 1906. 

“I have seen Mrs.: Gould under the 
influence of liquor twice,’’ said Turner, 
who is en Englishman. ‘In July, 1906. 
I think it was, one evening I was re- 
turning from the greenhouses. Mrs. 
Gould came'up to me and said: ‘Are 
you the watchman?’ She had seen me 
only an hour before and knew me well. 
As she addressed- me she reeled and 
fell against an archway. She was piain- 
ly intoxicated, 

“On Nov. 6 the heads of the depart. 
metits, including myself, werg- sum- 
moned to the estate office. Mrs. Gould 
drove up and came in and began talking 
to Malloy, the manager. She was 
greatly excited and flushed. She reeled 
in crossing the office and half fell 
against the wall, striking her head.

Mrs. Mary A. Meyer’s divorce suit 
against Fred J. Meyer took on aspects 
like tHose of the Gould case, Wednes- 
day, when wealthy Mrs. Meyer, on the 
witness stand, referred frequently tea 
memorandum book. in which she had re- 
ccrded abusive names applied to ‘her by 
ber husband, a former street car con- 
ductor. 

Like the words which Mrs. Gould has 
tenn accused by servants of using, most 
of the epithets contained in Mrs. 
Meyer’s record were of a sort which 
she preferred to show to the Court in 
written form, or to repeat in a whisper. 

The abusive words were used, Mrs: 
Meyer said, in her big residence at 4650 
South Broadway, which is surrounded 
by a2 five-acre tract, and is known in 
the neighborhood as ‘“‘Castle Meyer.’’ 


Kicked Her on Shins. 


The house was an inheritance from her 
first husband, James Foster, who also 
left her a large estate. Her marriage 
to Meyer took place June 12, 1895, when 
she was 42 years old and he 2. He 
quit street car work soon afterward, 
and now has a real estate office on 
the South Side. 

“Castle Meyer,’ its mistress said, was 
the scene not only of constant annoy- 
ances to her, but of affronts to her 
friends. Consulting her memorandum 
book, she read several items like this: 

May 12, 1902—Husband kicked me 
on the shins. 

“I sent my husband to college after 
we were married,’’ said Mrs. Meyer. “He 
studied pharmacy. 

‘“‘He was always demanding money of 
me, Was cranky and sullen, and used 
to threaten constantly to expose me.”’ 
She did not further explain the last 
statement. 

The deposition of Mrs. Minnie Roberts 
of Springfield, Mo., was read in support 
of Mrs. Meyer’s allegation that Meyer 
treated her guests brusquely. 

“I went to the house in October, 1904.” 
said. Mrs. Roberts, “after I had heard 
that Mrs. Meyer had broken her ankle. 
Mf. Meyer came to the door, and de- 
clined to let me in at first. When I in- 
sisted, he admitted me, and we went to 
Mrs. Meyer’s room. She introduced me 
to him, and added that I had come to

MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 16.—While he 
conversed with a young woman, only a 
few feet apart from a hundred persons 
at a lawn party, Henry Needham, 23 
years old, member of a prominent 
family and a well-known society man 
of Greenfield, Tenn., was leat and killed 
last night. 

In a clump of honeysuckle, a hedge 
separating a lawn and orchard, the as- 
sassin was concealed, and when Need- 
ham came within a few feet of him he 
fired once with a shotgun. , 

The charge hit Needham in the neck, 
just below the chin, and he fell dead. 

Needham was talking with Miss Mary 
Heath, a popular young woman of the 
neighborhood, when he was killed. Com- 
ing without warning, and in the midst 
of such a throng, the murder caused a 
panic, and the murderer was’ able to 
escape in the darkness. 


Bloodhounds Fail. 
Bloodhounds were brought from Jack- 


son, Tenn., and put on the trail, but 
they were late in arriving, and the dogs 
could not pick up the scent. 

So far the authorities are absolutely 
without any clew to the identity of the 
murderer. 

Needham is said to have’ been with- 
out a Known enemy. The lawn party 
was at the home of Mrs. Dolly Ba- 
munds, at her country place, Lynn, six 
miles from Greenfield, and the affair 
was one of considerable social im- 
portance to the little. town. 


Lawn Well Lighted. 
The murderer evidently laid his plans 


well and picked his opportunity for 
Killing Needham. The lawn was well 
lighted with Japanese lanterns, and 
scores of people were in groups over 
the lawn, when Needham and Miss 
Heath drew away and walked in the 
direction of the honeysuckle hedge.

When the train pulled out his 
bride sat beside him, soothing him 
with a touch of her hand on his 
manacled arm and assuring him that 
she believed him innocent. 

In the last few days Mrs. Martin has 
been through a maelstrom of strangely 
conflicting emotions. Her husband left 
their home at 4010 West Belle place one 
morning. That night and the next day 
he did not return. 

Thought She Was Deserted. 

She believed she had been deserted 
and she asked the police to look for her 
husband. 

‘You'll want to catch him, too,” she 
said, “because he is wanted in Little 
Rock for forgery.’’ 

Two days later Martin returned home 
after telephoning to his wife that a 
business trip had made his sudden de- 
parture necessary. Police were on watch 
and arrested him. In vain the bride 
pleaded for her husband’s release.

It is the constitutional ants of: the 
President from time to time to rec- 
ommend to the consideration of Con- 
gress such measures as he shall 
judge necessary and expedient. 
In my tnaugural address, im- 
mediately preceding this present ex- 
traordinary session of Congress, I 
invited attention to the necessity for 
a revision of the tariff at this ses- 
sion, and stated the principles up- 
on which I thought the revision 
should be effected. 

I reférred te the then rapidly in- 
creasing deficit and pointed out the 
obligation on the part of the fram- 
ers of the tariff bill to arrange the 
duty so as to secure an adequate in- 
come and suggested that if it was 
not possible to do so by import du- 
ties, new kinds of ‘taxation must be 
adopted and among them I recom- 
mended a graduated inheritance tax 
as correct in principle and as certain 
and easy of collection.

Mrs, Gould Denounces Servants, 

When court convened this morning 
the large crowd of servants présent 
and ready to testify against her led 
Mrs. Gould to denounce them. 

Standing near the reporters’ table Mrs. 
Gould swept the group of former re- 
tainers with a scornful glance. 

“Would you take away a woman's 
character on the oaths of servants?” she 
asked. “If you would, then the social 
life and moral character of no woman 
in America is safe from such assaults.” 

Mrs. Gould had in mind the testimony 
offered yesterday when three former 
employes at Castle Gould related in- 
stances of the plaintiff's alleged fond- 
ness for liquor. Maurice Ma/loy, super- 
intendent of the estate, testified that 
he had seen Mrs. Gould intoxicated sev- 
eral times. He said she had called him 
names and that he had been compelled 
to countermand some of the orders she 
gave to other employes when she was 
in an “excitable” and ‘‘hysterical” con- 
dition. 

Steward Tells of Profanity. 

A former steward, Alfred Richards, 
made Mrs. Gould break down and sob 
late in the afternoon when he repeated 
some of the oaths she had used and 
said he could net repeat others because 
of their offensive nature. When com- 
pelled to do so by the Court he repeated 
them in a low tone while the plaintiff 
covered her eyes with a handkerchief 
and sobbed violently. She recovered 
sufficiently to coach her attorney in the 
cross-examination of the witnesses. 

When asked if te had ever seen Mrs. 
Gould drunk Richards said: 

“Yes, she came dewnstairs to where 
two men were working in an ante- 
room. One was a telephone lineman. 
She was drunk. She asked this man 
why her private telephone hadn't been 
put in, and he said he had no wire. 
She told him to leave the place. He 
hesitated and she then said: ‘If I must 
use the language, Judge, ‘You take 
your kit of tools and get out or I'll 
have my servants’ ’—~(The rest of the 
utterance was unprintable.) 

‘Did you ever hear her use any other 
such language while drunk?’ 

“Yes, sir, she speke of the servants 
te me as ‘rogues, fools. and — — —.’ 
She did this eften.”’ 

As Richards told of the alleged vile 
oaths of his former mistress, Mrs. 
Gould, who had been glaring hard at 
him, dropped her head in her hands, 
drew her veil ever her face and began 
to weep.

Justice Spaulding decided the case in 
favor of Mrs. McMullen, awarding her 
$25 damages for the detention of her 
goods, and ordering the husband to 
either restore the seized goods, or pay 
her $149. 

When Justice Spaulding rendered the 
verdict, Vital W. Garesche inquired: 

“No damages for the plaintiff, Your 
Honor!”’

397) seems clearly to establish the 
principle that such a tax as this is 
an excise tax upon privilege and 
not a direct tax on property and is 
within the Federal power without 
apportionment according to popula 
tion. 

The tax on net income is seittins 
able to one proportionate to a pcr- 
centage of the gross receipts, be- 
cause it is a tax upon success and 
‘not failure. It imposes a burden at 
the source of the income at a time 
when the corporation is well able te 
pay and when collection is easy. 

Another merit of this tax is the 
Federal supervision which must be 
exercised in order to make the law 
effective over the annual accounts 
and business transactions ‘of all 


corporations. While the woneagg, te 

assuming & corporate form . 
been of the utmost utility im the 
business world, it is alse true that 
substantially all of the abuses and 
all of the evils which have aroused 
the public to the necessity of re- 
form were made possibly by the 
use of this very faculty. 

If now by a perfectly legitimate 
and effective system of taxation, 
we are incidentally able to pos- 

s the Government and the stock- 
ae and the public of the 
knowledge of the real business 
transactions and the gains and 
profits of every corporation tm the 
country, we have made a long step 
toward that supervisory control of 
corporations which may prevent a 
further abuse of power. 

I recommend, then, first the adop- 
tion of a joint resolution by two- 
thirds of both houses, proposing to 
the states an amendment to the con- 
stitution granting to the Federal 
Government the right to levy an in- 
come tax witheut apportionment 
among the states according to popu- 
lation; and, second, the enactment 
of part of the pending revenue meas- 
-_ either as a substitute for, or 

addition to, the inheritance tax, 
< an excise tax upon all corpora- 
tions, measured by 23 per cent of 
their’ net income.

President Holds Conference With Senators 
Before Sending Message to the Senate 


For more than two hours today Presi- 
dent Taft consulted with the six law- 
yers of his Cabinet regarding the mes- 
sage he sent to Congress this afternoon. 

The special meeting of the Cabinet 
was held in the library of the White 
House and the President did not reach 
the executive offices where a host of 
callers was awaiting him, until after 12 
o'clock. This was the first time the 
Cabinet has met in special session dyr- 
ing the present administration. To guard 
against interruption the President asked 
the Cabinet members to meet him at the 
White House proper. 

The Cabinet assembled shortly after 9 
o’clock and remained with the President 
until 11:30. Senator Root, who recently 
made a speech in oppositien to an in- 
come tax, was summoned to the con- 
ference and remained throughout the 
session. Senator Aldrich also called to 
see the President at the White House. 
Senator Beveridge saw him after he had 
reached the executive offices. Speaker 
Cannon waited fer nearly two hours to 
see the President but left before the 
Cabinet meeting had adjourned. 


Changes Are Reported. 
Present at the Cabinet sessions were 


Secretaries Knox, MacVeagh, Dickinson, 
Ballinger and Nagel, and Attorney-Gen- 
eral Wickersham. 

President Taft had completed late last 
night the rough draft of his message. 
He went over this carefully with the 
Cabinet advisors. The length of. the 
Cabinet session gave rise to the report 
that numerous changes had been rec- 
ommended and after the session the 
message was rewritten tn the executive 


offices.

President Taft’s last public utterance 
on the subject of the income tax was 
made in his speech of acceptance at 
Cincinnati last July. At that time he 
said: 

“In my judgment an amendment to 
the Constitution for an income tax is 
not necessary.

SPRINGFIELD, I1., 
Cision handed down this morning 
Supreme Court of Illinois invalidates 
the third primary law adopted by the 
General Assemb!y of this State, and ex- 
presses the opinion, rather covertly, 
however, that {t will be exceedingly dif- 
ficult, und:> the Const#tution of the 
State, to draft a law for the govern- 
ment of party primary eclections. 

The decision is handed down in the 
case of the people un relation of Phil- 
lips against Strassheim. Phillips was 
indicted for frauds in the August pri- 
maries in Chicago. He was arrestel 
under the indictment and appealed to 
the Supreme Court for habeas corpus 
*.on the ground that the act under whica 
he was accused was invalid. 

The Court grants i writ and 
the other. indictments und for viola- 
tions last August will be dropped. 

Along with this case goes the pay o£ 
@he judges and clerks of the August 
primary. This decision follows in the 
ase of Peacock versus Thompson, 
County Treasurer. Peacock sought an 
injunction to prevent the payment of 
the judges and clerks and the writ 
@s granted him. 

Opinion Unanimous. 

In this case the Court refers to the 
.@pinion written in the Phillips case. The 
opinion was written by Justice F. Ar- 
mer and was unanimous. 

The objections of the Court are found 
fn sections 44 and 11. The title of the 
act is found to be valid. Section 44 is 
found by the Court to be identical with 
pection 29 of the last primary act which 
Wwas invalidated by the Court with this 
exception, that a provision had been 
added in the Oglesby bill to cure the de- 
fects fouhd by the Court in section 29 
of the preceding act. 
the Court holds, is not sufficient. 

Section 44 provides that in cities which 
have adopted the city elections act, such 
as Chicago, Springfield and East St. 
Louis, only those who have registered 
may vote at a primary, yet this pri- 
mary act makes no provision for regis- 
tration except by the proviso that where 
a voter moves from one precinct to an- 
other he may make affidavit to that ef- 
fect and vote. Had he remained in his 
precinct and had been registered, he 
would not have been permitted to vote.

Under 
the constitution a voter has a right, says 
the Court, to vote for one, two or three 
candidates, or may cumulate his votes. 
The primary law, which the Court holds 
is a general election taw, must give the 
voter the same rights and provide the 
same qualifications as a general election 
law and must not violate the constitu- 
tional qualifications of a voter. 

The claim made by friends of the law 
that this section had followed a sugges- 
tion of the Court in a prior opinion on 
prémary electicn law is denied by the 
Court, which says that the section is 
directly ccntradictory to that opinion. 
Hiere it is that the Court says it is dif- 
ficult to frame a primary law that will 
conferm to the constitutional rcequire- 
ments. 

In political circles it {1s considered 
that the decisiom will necessitate the 
calling of a special session of the Legis- 
lature this fall. Unless a new primary 
act is placed on the statute books by 
the present General Assembly, the next 
election of Representatives, State Sen- 
ators and State officers will be under 
the old convention system. 

Through the action of the Supreme 
Court, the indictments against West 
Side politicians in Chicago and in other 
cities for alleged frauds in the primaries 
last August, will fall, it is declared by 
lawyers conversant with the cases, be- 
cause they were based on sections of 
the law now declared unconstitutional. 


MODERN MILLS PRODUCE FINER 
FLOUR THAN THOSE OF PAST 


The discussion as to whether modern 
methods of milling flour give a product 
as fine and white as that milled many 
years ago has been set at rest by 4 
find in the mills of the Washburn-Cros- 
by Co. in Minneapolis. 

The other day a four-pound carton, 
packed if years ago, was brought to 
light, and it was at once seen that here 
was an opportunity for comparison with 
the flour being milled at the present 
time. 

A test showed that the flour had kept 
well during the long period of 14 years, 
and had only deteriorated slightly in 4 
minor function. Compared with the new 
flour, it was found to be coarser, and 
not as white as the Gold Medal flour 
now milled by this company. 

The finding of the old carton has set 
at rest all arguments as to the com- 
parative quality of the flour now being 
milled in Minneapolis and that of a 
decade and a half ago.

Former Banker in Granite 
City Traces Relative to 
New York City. 





BOTH ARE’ INDICTED 
Loss of $68,000 in Working- 
men’s Accounts Caused 
Bankruptcy Proceedings. 





The arrest of Prodrom V. Gosheff in 
New York on complaint of K. A. Mit- 
sareff, his brother-in-law, has put Mit- 
sareff in the attitude of charging Gos- 
heff with making away with a. large 
part of the $68,000, the loss of which 
through their private bank in Granite 
City, caused the indictment. of Loth mea 
in May. 

Mitsareff and Gosheff were known as 
the ‘financial kings’’ of the Hungarian 
colony at Granite City. When the col- 
lapse came it was learned, their cus- 
tomers charge, that the deposits of hun 
dreds of workingmen of their own na- 
tionality had disappeared, together with 
big sums obtained from East Side banks 
and bus!ness. concerns, the whole 
amounting to $68,000. 

All the assets they had consisted of 
grocery and saloon stock worth about 
$3200. This was in the two saloons, two 
groceries and restaurant which the meg 
had owned in partnership. Mitsareff 
filed a petition in. voluntary neereres 
at Springfield, Il. 


Foliows Partner to New York. 
About a month ago Gosheff left Gran- 


ite City and went to New York, where 


he bought a half interest in a restau- 


rant. Mitsareff traced him and went to 
New York a week ago. He caused Gos- 
heff's arrest there Tussday. 

Mitsareff charges, according to a 
press dispatch from New York and 
statements he made in Granite City be- 
fore his departure for the East, that 
Gosheff, during his (Mitsareff’s) ab- 
sence in Europe, footed the private bank 
they ran together, making away with 
several thousand dollars in working- 
money obtained from 
banks and other institutions on his 
(Mitsareff'’s) name, and other money in 
his hands as Mitsareff's partner. This, 
Mitsareff charges, caused the -collapse 
of their banking business and necessi- 
tated* his going into bankruptcy. 

Gosheff, press dispatches from New 
York say, denies that he made away 
with any money and says that when 
Mitsareff went into bankruptcy he 
simply concluded that the’ best thing 
for his own business interests would be 
to get away and start for himself. He 
was not hiding and: not a fugitive, he 
said. 

An application’ will be made to the 
Governor of Illinois for requisition pa- 
pers and an officer will go from Granite 
City to New York to bring Gosheff back 
to Granite City. 


Were Leaders of Colony. 
Mitsareff and Gosheff have had a ca- 


reer in Granite City that has been re- 
markable in many respects. Mitsareff 
came to America in 190 as a day labor- 
er. He won the confidence of his asso- 
ciates from his own land and they be- 
gan making deposits with him, some of 
which were to be forwarded to the 
fatherland, some to be kept until called 
for by the depositors. ° 

With this capital as a basis, Mitsareff 
and his brother embarked in ihe gro- 
cery and*saloon business, quickly build- 
ing up a big trade amone their own 
people. The deposits also increased and 
very soon the Mitsareffs were the finan- 
clal leaders of the Hungarian colony, 
controlling many times more money 
than any other persons of their nation- 
ality in the East Side community. 

Then Mitsareft’s brother was killed 
and the financier wanted a partner. 
Back in Hungary was his brother-in- 
lay, Gosheff, and he decided that the 
brother-in-law would make a good busi- 
ness associate. He sent for him and 
took him into the business. That was 
about two and a half years ago. 

For a time the business prospered as 
it had done when the Mitsareff pbroth- 
ers both were living. But about six 
months ago complaints began to be 
made. Mitsareff was accused of mak- 
ing away with money intrusted to him 
and was tried on several of these 
charges. The trials always resulted In 
acqulilttals.

President McCulloch of the United 
Rdilways Co., which owns a 78-acre 
tract at Creve Coeur, and J. C. Janno- 
poulo, lessee of the property, said that 
they were not responsible for the law- 
lessness of last Sunday, and that they 
would welcome strict enforcement of the 
law at the lake. laa! 

MecCalloch Shifts Responsibility. 

Capt. McCulloch said that the purpose 
of the United Railways Co. in acquir- 
ing control of the land adjoining its 
station several years ago was to regu- 
late the character of the amusements 
and concessions. He said the dance 
hall, named by the girl as the place 
where she was drugged, was not on the 
company’s property. 

“A man named Bellairs controls the 
property where the dancing pavilion 
stands. I understood some time ago 
that he was not observing the law and 
remonstrated with him. He said I was 
mistaken and that he had been running 
his place in an orderly manner.”’ 

Mr. Jannopoulo also said that the 
dance hall was not under his control, 
und added that no liquor was sold on 
Sunday on the property leased from 
the United Railways Co. 

Lessee Wants Court Action. 

“The County Court snhouid take some 
action,” said Mr. Jannopoulo. ‘“Bel- 
lairs is running under a license from 
the Court. They can deal with him; I 
cannot. I am anxious to have lawless- 
ness at the lake stopped, for it is bound 
to hurt the legitimate amusement busi- 
ness there. Creve Coeur is the beauty 
spot of the county, and nothing should 
be allowed there which will keep the 
best people away.” 

Girl Tells Experience. 

Etta May Hayden, who says she is 17 
years old, but whose features and sta- 
ture are those of a girl of 14, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Wednesday at her 
home, 6417 Bartmer avenue, of her ex- 
periences of Sunday night at Creve 
Coeur. 

“Tl went there for a little picnic last 
Sunday afternoon,” she said, “‘with my 
sister Grace, 15 years old, another girl 
and a boy. We rode in the launches, 
and then we walked up to a dancing 
hall on the grounds and the other gir! 
and I began to dance together. 

“Two men called out and asked us to 
‘break,’ and we separated and danced 
with them. Pretty soon the other girl 
started to go home, but the man who 
was dancing with me asked me to stay 
and dance a white longer, and I told the 
rest of our party to go home if they 
wanted to. 


Left With Stranger. 
“So they went to the car and left me 


there with this man. He said his name 
was Smith, and he was about 5 feet 10 
inches tall, slender and had reddish 
complexion and hair that was sandy and 
rather thin on top. 

He asked me to drink with him be- 
tween the dances, and I drank two 
Slassesz of beer. Then I drank another 
glass, and after that third glass I re- 
member nothing until nearly midnight. 

“Then I found myself sitting in a 
chair near the kitchen, behind the dan- 
cing pavilion, and some young people I 
didn’t know were trying to get me to 
stand up. 

Found Sitting in Chair. 

The young people who found the girl 
sitting unconscious in the chair and 
who tbok her to the city with them were 
Frank End and Miss Stella Smith, the 
latter of 1917 East Park place. Miss 
Smith said she saw the man walking 
away from the dance hall some time be- 
fore with Miss Hayden, his arm around 
her waist, and thought the girl did not 
feem conscious of her surroundings. 
She suggested interfering, but others 
advised her not to.

MOTHER CALLS POLICE 





Quick Action of Parent May 
Save Her Life, but Condi- 
tion Is Critical. 


Weary of caring for her baby girl, 
Fannie Barton, 17 years old, an un- 
wedded mother, swallowed a solution 
of nitrate of silver early Wednesday in 


the room which she has shared with) 
her mother, Mrs. Mary Barton, at 1124 


Chouteau avenue. A policeman, sum- 
moned to prevent her from taking her 
life, was in the hallway at the time. 


“I wish I had given the baby poison, 
too,’’ she gasped, as she was being re- 
moved to the City Hospital. Her condi- 
tion is critical. 

The baby was born five weeks Ago. 
Mrs. Barton, working in a factory, took 
on herself the burden of supporting he- 
grandchild as wel) as her daughter. 

The daughter determined Tuesday to 
seek work herself. She asked the land- 
lady, Mrs. Albert Thayer, to care for 
the baby while she went out for a short 
time. She was away nine hours, and re- 
turning at 8 p. m., soon left again. 

Her mother, returning from her over- 
time work soon afterward, set out to 
look for her. Returning after midnight, 
she found that the girl had just 
reached the house. 

“You shouldn't neglect your haby so,” 
the older woman admonished her. 

“I’m tired of tending to the baby,” 
said the girl, petulantly. ‘I want to get 
away and go to work, 80 somebody else 
can look after the baby. I’m tired cf it 
all anyway, and I’m going to kill my- 
self.”’ 

The older woman was alarmed by her 
daughter's words and called for a po- 
liceman. One came soon afterward, and 
going inside at the mother’s tequest, 
spcke to Miss Barton. 

“All right,’’ weer the girl. “You needn't 
worry about me.’ 

There seemed nothing more for the 
policeman to do, and he started to leave 
the house. Before he reached the foot 
of the stairs, a scream from the roork 
culled him back. Miss Barton had 
swallowed the contents of a bottle bear- 
ing a poison label. The bottle contained 
nitrate of silver, which physicians use 
in cpening the eyes of new-born babies.

MAYOR FAVORS PLAN 


Necessary Ordinance Will 
Probably Be Introduced in 
Present Assembly. 


Another attempt to have 17 acres of 
‘streets in and near the Ranken tract 


| vacated for the use of the Terminal As- 


sociation will be rade in the present 
It is understood 
that ordinances covering the project are 
now in course cf preparation by the 
Terminals Commission. 

It is in connection with these bills, it 
is believed, that Mayor Kreismann has 
called the Railroad Committee and Con- 
ference Committee of the House of Del- 
egates and Council] into consultation 
with the Terminals Commission Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

As a consideration of the grant the 
Terminal .8sociation is now willing to 
build a viaduct at Compton ovenuse. The 
bill which was defeated in the last ses- 
sion ef the Municipal Assembly provid- 
ed for a subway. Objection to that 
method of abelishing the grade crossing 
at Compten avenue was largely re- 
sponsible for the bill’s defeat. 

Ready to Pay for Viaduct. 

Mayor Kreismann told a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch that the Terminal As- 
sociation is ready to bear the cost of a 
viaduct. 

“The association, I think, realizes that 
its dealings with the city now must be 
on a more liberal basis than hereto- 
fore,”’ said Mayor Kreismann. “I don’t 
believe there will be any complaint 
about the change from a subway to a 
viaduct. 

“On the other hand, I know that the 


: Terminal Association will get whatever 


it wants within reason from the present 
Municipal Assembly. There is need of 
better terminal facilities and the Ter- 
minal Association ought to be permitted 
to use the Ranken tract on terms that 
are equitabl6 to the city.’’ 

Vote on Bill Delayed, 

There is now pending in the Council 
a bill compelling the Terminal Railroad 
Association and the Wabash, Missouri 
Pacific and Frisco railroads to build at 
their own expense a viaduct at Compton 
avenue. It was to have been put to a 
vote last Friday, but under pressure 
from President Reber'of the Board of 
Public Improvements, Chairman Drew of 
the Railroads Committee consented to an 
indefinite delay. 

If this bill were passed the city need 
not make the vacation of any streets a 


crossing. Just what will be done with 
that bill should the proposal to abandon 
the streets to the Terminal Association 
be introduced is not plain. President 
Reber of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, Councilman Espenschied, Council- 
man Davis and President Gundlach of 
the Council are opposed to the bill re- 
quiring the viaduct to be built at the 
expense of the railroads.

The new moon will come between 8t. 
Louis and te upper one-sixth of the sun 
just before sunset Thursday evening, 
causing a partial eclipse. The phenom- 


enon will be visible from about 6:40 p. m. 
until the sun, like a cookie with a bite 
out of one edge, sinks behind the west- 
ern horizon. 

Astronomically, the eclipse will not 
amount to much, because it will be “‘to- 
tal’ only in one spot, way out on the 
Arctic Ocean, between Europe 7 
Greenland. It will be “annular” in Si- 
beria and Greenland. 

Total eclipses are great events in the 
astronomical world if they are visible 
from some comfortable spot, for they 
afford fine opportunities to study the 
brilliant solar corona. But partial 
eclipses and even annular eclipses have 
been pretty thoroughly studied by sci- 
entists. 

P Path of Moon. 

When the moon gets between the earth 
and the sun—and it always is the new 
moon in that position—there is a solar 
eclipse. The path of the moon is not 
circular, bu elliptic, therefore the 
moon’s distance from the earth varies. 
If the moon is close to the earth, the 
“shadow cone,” or long tapering shad- 
ow cast by that body when it obtrudes 
between the earth and’ sun, reaches the 
earth and darkens a spot 60 miles in 
diameter. That is a total eclipse. 

In no total solar eclipse is the terri- 
tory in which the eclipse is total larger 
than 60 miles in diameter. It may re- 
main a total eclipse all the way round 
the world, over a path 50 miles wide. 

Will Have Central Line. 

In an annular eciipse the moon is 
farther away from the earth than in a 
total eclipse, and, though the moon is 


leaves a rim of the sun visible all around 
the dark body of the moon. 

The eclipse which will occur Thursday 
will have its central line—that is, the 

apex of the ‘‘shadow cone’’ will travel— 
from Siberia across the Arctic Ocean to 
Greenland. At efther end of this line 
the eclipse will be annular. In the mid- 
dle of the line the eclipse will be total. 

It wifl be visible all over the United 
States as a partial eclipse late in the 
afternoon, except in the extreme South- 
west, not being visible in that territory 
south of a line from San Francisco to 
the Gulf of Mextieo. 

There was a total eclipse of the meen 
on June 3, but as the moon rose in 
eclipse the phenomenon was not ob- 
served to any extent except among, as- 
tronomers.

They may well be proud, for 
consider for a moment what it meant 
to sign the great document. It meant 
that the signer publicly proclaimed him- 
self an enemy to a great and powerful 
: in fact; and we 
all know the fate that commonly over- 
takes rebels. Today we seldom think of 
the trials and misfortunes that followed 
the signing; we think only of the glory. 
Although George III paid little atten- 
tion to the many protests that had been 
presented to him by the colonies, he yet 
kept a close watch on these restless sub- 
jects, and his representatives well know 
all that was going on. 

To the Second Continental Congress, 
assembled in Philadelphia in 1776, were 
sent, from the 13 original colonies, dele- 
gates whose loyalty was undoubted. Pa- 
triotism was not profitable in those far- 
Away days. Robert Morris, the great 
financier of the Revolution, sacrificed a 
large fortune in his country’s behalf; 
‘Thomas Nelson of Virginia, also lost a 
large fortune by the war; while the im- 
mortal Samuel] Adams, who dedicated 
Ris life to the service of his beloved 
country, lived and died a poor man. 

; 

But let me present to you,very briefly, 
these 56 men, and possibly, after this in- 
troduction, you may wish to know more 


of their lives and achievements. 


Georgia, 
FORGIA sent three delegates, and 
of these (1) George Walton was 
the youngest. He was an ambitious boy 
who was apprenticed to a carpenter 80 
niggardiy that he would not allow the 
lad a candle by which to study. Luckily, 
wood was plentiful, and by the light of 
.@ burning torch Walton studied hard 
' and in time became a lawyer. (2) Ly- 
man Hall came from New England. Be- 
‘ fore he was 21 he had married and set- 
. tled in Georgia, to which place he was 
- gccompanied by about 40 families. The 
patriotism of these settlers has left a 
permanent impress on the State, for its 
counties were named after such British 


i statesmen as showed themselves friends 


. to the American colonies. Look them 
up on the map and see if this it not so. 
You will find also a county named after 
this signer. (3) Button Gwinnett was 
an Englishman who came to this coun- 
try when he was 38 years old. He took

He 
was a fine orator and a kindly man as 
well. One time, on a visit to Balti- 
more, he met a young man in whom he 
became much interested. He not only 
placed his library at his disposal; he 
invited him to make his home with 
him. Chase lived to see his generosity 
justified, for the young man was no 
other than William Pinckney, one of 
the most distinguished lawyers our 
country has ever produced. (4) Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton was one of the 
wealthiest of the signers. He was the 
signer destined to outlive all of the 
others. 
Delaware. 
ELAWARE sent three representa- 
tives. (1) George Read was a man 
of cool and deliberate judgment in spite 
of Irish descent; and an interesting 
phase of his character is shown in the 
fact that his first act as a lawyer was 
to give up all rights to his father’s es- 
tate, declaring that his education repre- 
sented his proper share. (2) Thomas 
McKean was a truly remarkable man. 
For 50 years he was in public life, and 
he filled many prominent and honor- 
able offices. For many years he was 
Governor of Pennsylvania. The third 
delegate, (8) Caesar Rodney, chanced to 
be in Delaware when the Declaration 
was ready for signing. Read was slow 
to favor independence, while McKean 
was eager for it: The vote of Rodney, 
therefore, would turn the seales for 
Delaware, so McKean sent a special 
messenger to Rodney, urging his imme- 
diate return to Philadelphia. The re- 
sult was a hurried ride on horseback of 
80 miles. Rodney»reached Philadelphia 
just in the nick of time, and an old rec- 
ord says that “he voted with his boots 
en.”’ 
Connecticut. 
ONNECTICUT furnished four dele- 
gates. (1) Oliver Wolcott came of 
a famouis Connecticut family and was 
destined for the medical profession. But 
he soon abandoned medicine for politics 
and military life, and quickly rose to 
distinction. (2) William Williams was 
a nephew of Colonel Ephraim Williams. 
who founded Williamstown, and Wil- 
liams College. With this uncle, William 
Williams, while still a young man, 
made a journey to Lake George, and 
the glimpse of military life under Bri- 
tish officers that this afforded served 
to strengthen his wish for independence. 
Connecticut may well be proud of (3- 
Samuel Huntington, and (4) Roger Sher- 
man, for the first was a farmer’s son, 
yet.so eager was he for an education 
that he not only acquired it, but he held 
high. offices. In 1780 this farmer’s son 
was president of Congress and later 
Governor of Connecticut, while Roger 
Sherman spent the first twenty-two 
years of his life at the cob>ler’s bench. 
But a book was always close at hand, 
so that every spare moment might be 
put to good use. He not only filled many 
public offices; he was one of the five 
appointed to draw up the Declaration. 
—@a& great honor, only to be bestowed 
on one of ripe judgment. John Adams 
said that ‘“‘Roger Sherman had a clear 
head and a steady heart, and was one 
of the soundest and strongest pillars 
of the Revolution.” 


New York. 

New York sent four representatives. 
(1) Both Francis Lewis and (2) William 
Floyd were of Welsh descent, and both 
were made to suffer greatly for signing 
the Declaration, for their homes were 
plundered and destroyed by the British. 
(3) Lewis Morris, still another New 
York signer, was made to suffer also, 
for he was a rich man with a great 
estate. A British force was stationed 
near his home; nevertheless, he pluckily 
put his name to the document. In re- 
venge, the British burned his home and 
more than a thousand acres of wood- 
land. But the patriotism of Lewis Mor- 
ris never wavered, and in time his 
three sons took up arms in behalf of 
their country. The name of Livingston 
has long been an honored one in the 


| annals of New York City. In 1746 there 


were but few in the colony who had re- 
ceived a college education, and of these 
(4) Philip Livingston was one. After 
y Pond dre. from Yale college he engag- 
ed in commerce, and soon laid the 
foundation of an ample fortune. At the 
age of forty-six his health falled, but, 
being a member of Congress, he would 
not abandon the duties of his office. He 
died wihle in office, deeply lamented 
by the young nation he had served s0 
faithfully. 
New Jersey. 
F the five delegates sent to Phila- 
delphia by New Jersey, two were 
farmers, (1) John Hart and (2) Abraham 
Clark. When the British invaded New 
Jersey, Hart's home and farm were laid 
waste, and Hart himself, then a man of 
seventy-one, was hunted from place to 
place.

pleasant to know.that he lived to re- 
pair the damage done by his enemies, 
Abraham Clark was one of those who 
were eager for independence, and he 
did all in his power to secure it for 
his country. (3) Francis Hopkinson was 
a fine student and a member of the 
first class that the University of Penn- 
sylvania ever granted. No noisy fun for 
him, for, as Dr. Benjamin Rush quaint- 
ly says of him, “his wit was mild and 
elegant and infused cheerfully and a 
species of delicate joy into the hearts 
of all who heard it.’’ (4) Richard Stock- 
ton was a man of wealth, position and 
culture. He was born in e town of 
Princeton, New Jersey, and he conferr- 
ed a great favor on the college there 
when he induced to come to this coun- 
try, (5) Dr. John Witherspoon, a learn- 
ed Scotish divine. Dr. Witherspoon was 
the only clergyman to sign the Declara- 
tion.. He was the sixth president of 
Princeton colloge, and devoted himself 
not only to the colloge, but to the coun- 
try of his adoption, for it is said that he 
became an American and an ardent 
partiot as soon as he reached our 
shores. 
Pennsylvania, 
ENNSYLVANIA sent more dele- 
gates than any other colony—nine. 
(1) Benjamin.Franklin was the oldest of 
all the signers. We may be sure that 
thie truly great man was a prominent 
figure in that remarkable gathering. Al- 
most as notable was (2) Robert Morris, 
the great financier of the Revolution. 
Though he was slow at first to favor in- 
dependence, later he showed the truest 
patriotism, for his financial aid tided the 
the young country over serious difficul- 
ties. ‘The Americans,’’ says one his- 
torian, ‘owe as much acknowledgment 
to the financial operations of Benjamin 
Franklin, or even to the arms of Wash- 
ington.’’ (3) Dr. Benjamin Rush may 
well be honored, for he was a physician 
of high standing; and in 1793, when Phil- 
adelphia was visited by yellow fever, 
and more than 4500 fever victims in three 
months, Dr. Rush was one of three phy- 
siclans who nobly -remained at their 
posts. (4) James Wilson was a young 
Scotchman who came to this country 
when he was 21. By the time he was 
Only 26 he was the acknowledged head 
of the Philadelphia bar. The name of 
this signer has recently been brought 
into notice. He died while at Edenton, 
N. C., but in 1906 his remains were 
brought to Philadelyphia, where they 
were interred in the graveyard of 
Christ’s Church. There were appropri- 
ate ceremonies in which many legal and 
patriotic societies took part, as well as 
representatives of the national Govern- 
ment. (5) George Clymer was another 
delegate of sturdy patriotism, and so 
was (6) James Smith. The latter was 
a man of genial disposition, keen sense 
of humor, and great benevolence. (7) 
George Taylor was an Irishman, and 
came to this country to avoid studying 
medicine. He worked in a foundry, and 
after some years he became its proprie- 
tor. (8) John Morton was a boy who 
t three months’ schooling, but 
llowed by such wide reading 


(9) George Ross, still an- 
ennsylvania signers, must 


by his constituents that they voted him 
more than $600 with which to purchase 
a piece of silver. But Ross was as mod- 
est as he was loyal, and he refused the 
gift.

HODE ISLAND furnished two dele- 

gates, (1) Stephen Hopkins and (2) 
William Ellery. Next to Benjamin 
Franklin, Hopkins was the oldest maa 
to sign the Declaration. Though his 
education was meager, he was ambi- 
tious to learn, and by hard study he 
became a fine mathematician and sur- 
veyor. William Ellery paid dearly for 
his connection with the Continental 
Congress, for the British burned his 
home, and other property of his was 
seriously damaged... 


New Hampshire. 

O F New Hampshire's three delegates 

two were physicians. When (1) 
Dr. Matthew Thornton was only 31 he 
took part in the famous capture of 
Loulsbourg by Pepperel and Warren, 
assuming, with success, the medical 
care of the New Hampshire division. 
(2) Dr. Josiah Bartlett was an ener- 
getic man whose profession could not 
keep him out of political life. During

From the time when he 
Orst took his seat in the General Court 
of Massachusetts Bay, at the age of 29, 
till, as Vice-President of the United 
States, under Madison, he died at the 
age of 70, the story of his life is the 
story of devotion to country. (2) Robert 
Treat Paine was born, so the chroniclers 
tell us, “of plous and respectable 
parents.’" He entered Harvard at the 
age of 14, a on graduating he taught 
school for time in order to earn 
enough money to study law, and in 
time he won distinction as an able law- 
yer. The careers of (3) John Adams 
and his kinsman (4) Samuel Adams, 
cannot be summed up in a few words. 
John Adams was a man of marvelous 
industry, serving in Congress on no 
less than 90 different committees. He 
was twice Vice-President before filling 
the Presidential chair for one term: 
and the closing years of his busy and 
useful life were brightened by watching 
the career of his son, John Quincy 
Adams, who, in time, also became Presi- 
dent—a wonderful record only - equaled 
by the Harrisons of Virginia. John 
Adams was said to have ‘“‘the clearest 
head and the firmest heart of any man 
in Congress.”’ Samuel Adams embarked 
for a time in commerce, but this proved 
as disastrous_as his political life was 
brilliant. He made no secret of his 
wish for independence, and this so ir- 
ritated v. Gage that he issued his 
celebrated proclamation in which he 
promised pardon to all who would lay 
down their arms, “excepting only from 
the benefit of such pardon Samuel 
Adams and John Hancock.” He held 
many honorable offices in the young 
State of Massachusetts, and in time he 
succeeded John Hancock ag Governor. 
He died in his eighty-second year, a 
very poor man. In fact, he has been 
called “‘the poor gentleman.” But now 
his country glories in his illustrious 
name and record. (5) John Hancock 
was a born leader, and at the age of 99 
he was elected president of the immortal 
Second Continental Congress. Though 
a rich man, he was a sincere patriot, for 
when it was proposed to bombard Bos-

ton, he gave a prompt and hearty as- 
sent, though it would have caused his 
nnancial ruin. He loyally declared that 
his private fortune should on no occa- 
sion oppose an obstacle to the liberties 
of his country. Of all the signatures on 
the Declaration, we recall Hancock’s 
first; for he said, when he wrote his 
name—he wrote with unusual distinct- 
ness—that “George III might read it 
without spectacles.’’ Hancock was Gov- 
ernor of Massaciusetts for many years. 
Virginia. 

The Virginia signers all came of prom- 
inent families. (1) Carter Braxton was 
educated at William and Mary College, 
and this was followed by a three years’ 
sojourn abroad. On his return he was 
drawn into local politics, and for many 
years he was a notable figure in the 
history of his colony. (2) Benjamin 
Harrison entered public life while he 
was still a younz man. Great Britain 
recognized his influence and sought to 
conciliate him, but his patriotism was 
sturdy and he was not to be bought 
over. In time he became Governor of 
Virginia, and a popular one be proved. 
(3) Thomas Nelson Jr. was one of the 
richest men in Virginia, in those far- 
away days. Like Carter Braxton, he 
was born to wealth. and his education 
was completed in England. One incident 
of his life shows us how true a patriot 
he was, for when, he was in command 
of the State militia at Yorktown it was 
thought that a decided advantage might 
be gained by bombarding his home. He 
at once directed the gunners to attack 
it, saying, “Spare no particle of my 
property so lons as it affords comfort 
or shelter to the enemies of my coun- 
try.”’ In this he followed Hancock’s 
unselfiish example. The name of Lee 
has been an honored one in Virginia 
for many years. (4) Francis Lightfoot 
Lee was a close personal friend of 
Washington, and, though he cared little 
for public life, he did not shirk its 
duties. For seven years he was a mem- 
ber of the House of Burgesses, and for 
four years a member of the Continenta! 
Congress. In his own home he was al- 
ways the charming host, the bright and 
witty companion, the _ self-forgetting 
fmend. His more brilliant brother. 
(5) Richard Henry Lee, was so gifted 
an orator that he was called “the Ci- 
cero of America."”” He was always eager 
for complete independence, and so it is 
not to be wondered at that it was this 
ardent patriot who was the first to pro- 
pose that “these united .colonies are, 
and of right ought to be, free and inde- 
pendent states.” This was immediately 
seconded by that other ardent lover of 
liberty, John Adams. Jefferson alludes 
to Lee ag “eloquent, bold and ever 
watchful at his post.” (6) Chancellor 
George Whyte was a famous figure in 
the early history of Virginia. He was 
bern to wealth, he was finely educated, 
and in time he won high distinction at 
the bar. But today he is recalled as 
the wise teacher of Thomas Jefferson. 
Both master and pupil signed the Great 
Document. 

In thinking of the declaration, one 
name always stands out like a great 
mountain peak, towering above all

FOUND NEAR POTOSI 











Two-Thirds of Crop of Nation 
Comes From Washington 
County. 


Hooray! the nation’s saved at last! 
That is, it will be if 

The Senate doesn’t go and blast 
The tariff rate on tiff. 

Tiff is safe. Tiff wins. Tiff survives. 


‘A good stiff tiff tariff is assured. There 
is nothing the matter with tiff. Tiff 
is all right. The stiff tiff tariff of $1.50 
a ton, which is just doubie the old tiff 
tariff, will protect the Missouri tiff 
farmer from invasion by foreign tiffers, 
who otherwise would engage them in a 
tiff. 

The most cheering news that has 
blown Missouriward from Washington 
since Champ Clark was chosen minority 
leader is this tiff tariff assurance, which 
is like a whiff of odors from Araby. 

The tiff tariff is not: particularly in- 
teresting to St. Louis County, nor to 
Pike or Callaway or Dade of Benton or 
any of the 114 counties in the State, 
save only one. Washington County is 
the national capital of tiff. Washington 
lies south of Jefferson, which is south 
of St. Louis. 

Washington is where the tiff grows 
to greatest perfection. In fact, it doesn’t 
grow anywhere else in Missouri. And it 
grows only in two or three other spots 
in the United States. About two-thirds 
of the tiff crop of the nation is pro- 
diced in Washington County, Missouri, 
which is why Missouri is glad and proud 
that tiff is going to be tariffed six bits 
a ton more than heretofore. 


Tiff Right in Potosi. 
There are many tiff farms in Wash- 


ington County. Most of them are in the 
region around Potosi, the county seat. 
In fact, there are tiff gardens right in 
Potosi. Almost any citizen of Potosi can 
aig tiff in his own dooryard if he is 
not feeling too strong to work. 

Those long piles of reddish, whitish 
stuff you may have seen along the Iron 
Mountain Railroad at Mineral Point and 
neighboring stations are not composed 
or unslacked lime or rock salt. That’s 
tiff. It is the Potosi tiff crop waiting 
toa. be shipped, or perhaps to be ground 
up into the finest of fine flour at the 
tiff mill in Mineral Point. 

No, tiff is net a vegetable, though they 
do make flour of it. But it is not called 
flour commercially. It is called barytes, 
which may be spelt In seven different 
styles. Tiff is the Potosi spelling. Tiff 
is dug up out of the ground, like pota- 
toes, only it lies deeper, as a rule. It 
is a mineral, tiff is. 

Nevertheless, tiffing is almost an ag- 
ricultural industry. The farmers dig 
tiff out of their flelds as a by-product. 
Whole families often engage in tif? 
mining —father, mother and tho children. 
Fiven the baby can werk at tiff clean- 
ing. 

Some persons charge that tiff is used 
for -adulterating wheat fleur, but the 
tiff millers turn up thefr noses when 
you say that. Tiff is used for painting 
canvas ham sacks and for various other 
things. 

Congressman Polite Elvins of the 
Thirteenth Missouri District is responsi- 
ble for the stiff tiff tariff. ‘Vote for 
Elvins and tariff on tiff’’ was the cam- 
paign slogan which caused him, a Re- 
publican, to carry the district. Now EI- 
vins has made good. Tiff tariff is dou- 
bly assured, having been dowbled, and 
Washington County Missouri, remains 
on the Industrial map.
